lishes Details of Scheme to Im- 
prove the River Front

LONDON—The Journal of the London 
Society, in its current number, publishes 
some proposals with regard to the build- 
ing of an embankment on the south 
side of the Thames, a scheme which is 
at present receiving the attention of a 


committee of the society. 
One of the proposals is that from a 


‘point in the vicinity of the new London 


county council hall, an embankment 100 
feet wide should be built to Southwark 
bridge, to coincide on its river side with 
the low water edge of the mud bank. 
In the carrying out of this scheme, at- 


‘tention would of course be paid to the 
preservation of ‘the 700 feet clear water- 
way required by the Port of London 


Authority. 

It is thought that at points where 
this embankment was furthest away 
from the present wharf frontage, it 
might be possible, by the adoption of 
the lagoon dock principle, to leave un- 
disturbed the present river side front- 
ages, altered solely by the substitution 
of the lagoon for the mud bank. 

At other points, where the embank- 
ment would come close to the present 
wharf line, it is proposed that at in- 
tervals there should be riverside ware- 
houses built on wide arches over the 
roadway. In the nature of a compro- 
mise to this scheme is the proposal 
that east of Southwark bridge, the em- 
bankment should be reduced to 60 feet 
in width. This would bring the ware- 
houses nearer the river, and would 
produce an effect resembling that of 
the quays at Amsterdam. 

With regard to the cross river traffic, 
it is considered probable that there will 
be needed at least one other road bridge 
between Charing Cross and Southwark, 
though St. Paul’s bridge may be sutf- 
ficient to meet*the needs for some years 
to come.

SAN FRANCISOO, Cal.—When the 
new Cooper school is completed on Hyde. 
street hill at the corner of Jones and 
Lombard streets, it will command a 
sweeping panorama of San Francisco bay, 
quaint old Fishernian’s wharf, the pic- 
turesque home of Robert Louis Steven- 
son and the Panama-Pacific exposition 
grounds. The building is to accommo- 
date 1000 pupils and will be of fireproof 
construction. 

In this structure are to be presented 
novel features of interest to those who 
are engaged in the improvement of ed- 
ucational environments. The building is 
to have three broad stairways, two of 
them running to the roof. In addition 
to the regular play yard there will be, for 
use in rainy weather, two 40x75 ft. 
covered play rooms in the basement; 
they will be high above the level of the 
street and open on three sides to the 
sun and the air. 

The roof is to be a third play yard, 180 
feet long and 70 feet wide, entirely sur- 
rounded by a pergola supporting vines. 
So protected will be this roof garden that 
it presents an open-air school which may 
be used by several classes at once. The 


“heating plant is so designed that a con- 


stant temperature in the school rooms 
may be automatically maintained by 
thermostats. The radiators run the full 
length of the windows so: that when 
these are open for ventilation, the air is 
Warmed in passing into the room. 

All school rooms are planned to avoid 
cross lighting, the lizht always coming to 
the children over the left shoulder, so as 
not to throw shadows on their work. 
When recourse must be had to electric 
lighting, the same results are to be ac- 
complished through the use of prism re- 
flectors.

New Book is Reminder of Francis Bacon at Gray’s Inn 


HE Benchers of Gray's Inn have pub- 
lished a little ‘hook recording the 


| commemoration of the tercentengry of 


| Francis Bacon at the Inn. It will be a 
 ehnomedl and treasured possession, not 
dbnly among the members of the Inn, but 
among as many of those as may be priv- 
ileged to receive copies. The commemora- 
tive events here placed on ‘record are the 
assembly in Hall om Oct. 17, 1908, the 
three hundredth anniversary of the day 
of Bacon’s election as Treasurer, and the 
unveiling of his statue in the South 
square of the Inn on June 27, 1912. The 
association of Bacon with Gray’s Inn 
was long and loving, the Times (london) 
says, and the Inn itself is so intimately 
reminiscent of this life that fancy can 
travel with ease across three centuries. 

The Preacher (the Rev. Reginald J. 


Fletcher), who has edited the publica- 
tion of the Pension Book of Gray’s Inn 
and who was happily’ invited by the 
Bench to write “an explanatory fore- 
word,” dwells on Bacon’s affection for the 
Inn as,shown by his enterprise in turning

Boston, Mass., Friday, February 27, 1914 | 
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ArtHur BALFour, delivering the sixth of 
the Gifford lectures of this Year before the 
University of Glasgow, devoted his argument 
not even to an attempted explanation, but 
rather to a detailed exposition of what he 
termed the unsolved problem of the junction 
between mind and matter. Mr. Balfour is a 
brilliant thinker. He is probably even more 
at home in steering his critical bark 
wi through the eddies and currents of philos- 
ophy and natural science, before an audience of savants, than in bal- 
ancing the niceties of protection and tariff reform on a political 
In the House of Commons he can speak for a couple 
of hours with a dexterous subtlety which Mr. Gladstone might have 
envied. On the university dais he can unravel a philosophic tangle 
with a simplicity of language which would have awed or outraged 
Herbert Spencer. . 

In a famous address to the British Association, foregathered at 
Cambridge, he stripped the garment of mystery from the figure of 
philosophic idealism by explaining that modern thinkers had not only

_explained matter, they had explained it away. Every M. Jourdain 


in the nation grasped, as it were by flashlight, that idealism was 
picturing something that was not as something that was, in a way 
that had never dawned upon him before. To think, he murmured 
to his neighbors, with complacent surprise, that we should have been 
philosophers all our lives without suspecting it. Today Mr. Bal- 
four slyly hints to the village Hampdens of common sense that 
sense perceptions do not sum up infinity; and they reply, with the 
insouciance of the Prince of Denmark, “Is it possible?” 

The greatest scientific thinker put the matter with unsurpassable 
expressiveness when he told his eastern audience that they could 
discern the face of the sky but not the signs of the time. The fact, 
of course, is that to such reasoners matter 1s so real that even to 
postulate its unreality seems preposterous. As Mr. Balfour has him- 
self said, Kant “compared moral law to the starry heavens, and 
found them both sublime. On the naturalistic hypothesis, we should 
rather compare it to the protective blotches on a beetle’s back, and 
find them both ingenious.” This is a caustic criticism of the 
development of education during eighteen centuries of Christian 
teaching. During all those centuries mankind has been adjured, to 
the music of “the pulpit drum ecclesiastic,” to accept the Founder 
of the Christian religion as “the way.”” Now Jesus of Nazareth, who, 
as Mrs. eddy says on page 313 of Science and Health, “was the 
raost scientific man that ever trod the globe,” did not waste. very 
much time in arguing against the unreality of matter; he stated it 
as a principle, and demonstrated the truth of his statement through 
the miracles} or object lessons. It is a curious commentary on the 
sectarian battles which have intervened that these battles have taken 
place in academic discussions, supported by persecution, over relig- 
ious dogmas .and so-called scientific theories, whilst the vital factor, 
the appeal to demonstration, has been coldly and studiously ignored 
by all the sects concerned, till the day of the coming of Christian 


Science. : 


| As COMPARED with Washington or Hamil- 
| ton, Jefferson was a radical. But it is 
interesting to note that when he passed from 
the stage of citizenship to that of official- 
dom he became more conservative. Responsi- 
bility sobered him as it has many another 
man in office. This alteration was regis- 
tered in the manual, or rules of parliamentary 
_ procedure, which he drew up for his own 
and his successors’ guidance when it fell to 
him as Vice-President to rule over the deliberations of the United 
States Senate. Precisely because by nature he was so much of an 
individualist and so rebellious against restraint and challenge of his 
jersonal opinion or desire, did he realize that a lawmaking body 
over which he was to preside must be saved from his perverse self. 
Whereupon, to escape caprice and passion and to save himself from 
imputation of the same, Vice-President Jefferson drafted rules which 
he set himself to obey. So sensible were they that, having under- 
gone little change, they obtain today, and in essence they are likely 
to hold for some time to come, as each Congress determines its own 
rules at each session. i 

The merit of Jefferson’s code was rt altogether in the prac- 
tical turn given to parliamentary procedure by a veteran publicist 
with experience in colonial lawmaking and in shaping democratic 
ideals ot government. It was seen also in the self-denying ordinance, 
removing from all chance of arbitrary action the rulings of presi- 
dents of the Senate, and setting up for the usual incumbent of that 
place—the Vice-President—a code of service which, if obeyed, could 
not but win for him respect. 

- The habit that Jefferson tried to set for himself and for his 
successors has become so much a part of the national tradition that 
its real significance is often overlooked. A people whose ‘political 
habits make this sort of law-abiding conduct pleasurable as well 
as profitable, is building for itself a safeguard against anarchy.

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UP TO THE present time Brazil is the only 
South American country with which the 
United States has exchanged ambassadorial 
honors, and Brazil is of Portuguese origin. 
The embassy at Rio de Janeiro was estab- 
lished in 1905. Mexico, the first nation of 
Spanish origin to be so recognized by the 
United States, was given an ambassador in 
1898, but Spain itself was not honored in 
this manner until last summer. It is now 
proposed by United States Secretary of State Bryan that an embassy 
shall be created for the Argentine Republic. This will be viewed by 
all who are interested in the cementing of closer ties between the 
nations of these continents, we believe, as an excellent recommenda- 
tion. It is all the more fitting that the United States should- be 
the first of the powers to move in this matter since it is the only 
power that is represented in any American nation by an embassy.

The diplomatic relations of the countries of Europe with Mexico 
are ministerial. Furthermore; it seems proper that the United 
tates should be the first of the nations to receive an ambassador 
from the Argentine Republic. ° 

It is perhaps not generally remembered, if generally known, that 
the ambassadorial rank did not exist in the United States diplomatic 
service until the second administration of President Cleveland. The 
law as first enacted provided that any country sending a diplomatic 
representative of the grade of ambassador to the United States 
should be granted a representative of equal rank from the United 
States. Recently, however, Congress recalled the discretionary 
authority given the President and provided that embassies should 
be created thereafter only by legislation. 

It is to be presumed that in relation to the Argentine Republic 
Congress will promptly and cheerfully authorize President Wilson 
to take the necessary steps. This would simply be in line with the 
known attitude of the United States toward the nation in question 
and toward South American nations in general. All of the republics 
to the south would probably be interested, and there could hardly 
be a more propitious time for the creation of the friendly sentiment 
that would be almost certain to result from this merited and neigh- 
borly recognition. : 


1| Ir 1s within reasonable bounds to say that 
the vote of 14 to 4 inthe House naval affairs 
committee at Washington on Tuesday, sus- 
taining the two battleship and “bigger navy”’ 
program in general, is representative of 
public sentiment in the United States. Such 
a statement involves a paradox, because 
public sentiment in the United States is 
unquestionably for peace. There is no incon- 
sistency. in these attitudes, no matter how 
contradictory. they may seem to be. The public thought and con- 
science of the United States are, we think, clear on the point that 
« powerful navy is a deplorable necessity and that this deplorable 
necessity will exist unti! disarmament shall be forced upon the 
militant nations through moral or financial pressure or both. 

Within twenty-five years the United States has expended the 
enormous sum of $477,872,952 on naval construction alone. The 
proposed appropriations for the coming fiscal year—covering con- 
struction only—total $120,200,000. Thus nearly half a billion dol- 
lars will have been spent by the United States in the period beginning 
with 1890 and ending with 1915 on the building of its “new navy.” 
This is entirely independent of the cost of fortifications and main- 
tenance. ‘I'wenty-five years.hence there is likely to be little or noth- 
ing in the form of tangible assets to show for these tremendous 
expenditures. They constitute a heavy tax upon the industry of the 
nation; they constitute a wasteful burden upon national resources. 
They mean the diversion of a large share of the fruits of public 
energy from constructive channels. But in the face of all this they 
are seen by an intelligent public opinion in the light of something 
cf present necessity, and to be provided with as good grace as 
possible. 

Sooner or later we feel sure that thé tension must be relaxed 
in every nation’now contributing to the gigantic waste involved in. 
the policy of an armed peace. The United States is doing its utmost 
at present through diplomatic agencies to relieve this tension—toward 
making unarmed international peace a reality. It is not difficult to 
see progress. There is cause for rejoicing in every arbitration com- 
pact arranged. But until there is greater assurance than now pre- 
sents itself of an awakening of all the nations to a sense of the 
absolute necessity of honorable and protected disarmament, it is 
plainly the part of wisdom for the United States to safeguard its 
interests, its institutions and its honor’in the only way now possible. 
Rejoicing, however, will nowhere be greater, more prolonged or 
more genuine than in the United States when a world peace agree- 
ment, based upon equity and justice, and enforced by international 
contract and power, shall be signed and sealed in‘universal harmony 
and good faith. 3

Navy 
Program 


A MAN who has achieved conspicuous suc- 
cess in solving intricate problems of univer- 
sity or college administration in the United 
States does not have to wait long for recog- 
nition, or for appeals to render aid, based 
on the admission of value in his expert advice. 
The recent compact between Harvard Uni- 
versity and the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, putting an end to. wasteful 
rivalry in education of engineers, has inevi- 
tably focused attention upon President Maclaurin of the Institute. 
A task that his predecessor essayed, but was balked in compassing, 
the newer incumbent has carried through in a way to command 
admiration. 

Naturally, therefore, his counsel is being sought for educational 
institutions situated somewhat as were Harvard and “‘Fech.” For 
Greater Boston is not the only large urban and educational center 
where education is being shifted from a competigive to a coopera- 
tive basis as between institutions. Pittsburgh, Pa., for instance, has 
rival technical schools, one privately endowed and the other publicly 
supported, one a sign of Mr. Carnegie’s interest in the community 
where he made his wealth and the other a city university. Duplica- 
tion of courses, of teaching staffs, and of plant is hardly defensible 
from the economic standpoint.

Unquestionably the United 
States has peculiar obligations both to its own citizens who are 
residents in Mexico and to non-combatant citizens of other countries 
who have taken up their abode there; and when it is proved that 
the fundamental human rights of such persons are being denied by 
any warring chieftains of the military and political factions now 
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. fighting in Mexico, public opinion at home as well as governments 


abroad will naturally expect some action by the United States com- 
mensurate with the indignities suffered and injustice done. But 
stich positive action need not mean war or conquest or even formal 
intervention as between combatants. It can be limited to an act of 
policing, taken singly or in conjunction with other powers, but dis- 
tinctly defined 'in its purpose as done for civilization’s sake. 

Before any action is taken by either Congress or the President 
that will radically alter the policy hitherto followed, it should be 
justified, we think, by evidence of a kind that the public can rely 
upon. Fortunately the sincere cooperation of diplomatic and con- 
sular officials of the United States and Great Britain in a quest for 
precise information concerning both the veracity and the humanity 
of General Villa is paving the way for the truth about a case that is 
important, yet not in itself a cause for war. The Mexican situation 
has previously given no such complication of the United States with 
another country. Were only Mexico and the United States involved, 
definition of a policy would be simpler. Any aggressive step taken 
must be explained to a watchful Spanish America. Any refusal to 
act vigorously, given sufficient evidence of cause for such action, 
will tempt action by Europe challenging the Monroe doctrine as 
commonly understood. To add to the difficulties, Mexico lacks a 
dependable, disinterested, educated middle class, trained to home 
rule and able to cooperate with the United States officials in pacific 
solution of the problem. Under such conditions it is easier to say 
what shall not be done than to say what should be. The least that 
can be done by the people, who must furnish troops and pay taxes 
if armed conflict comes, is to keep calm and trustful.

ing the cooperative element. Few can scan | 
the program of this conference without real- 

izing how rapidly forces necessary for successful conduct of pageants 
are coming together, and how swiftly a body of knowledge relative 
to problems of technique and community management is coming 
into being. Civic official, patriotic and generous citizen, musician 
and dancer, costumer and actor, playwright and student of dramatic 
literature, projector of historical celebrations, and antiquarian, are 
each finding that there is something about the school or civic fes- 
tival, the town or city pageant, or the woodland masque, that makes 
demands on him or her. Consequently the variety of talent enlisted 
in pageantry today is much more marked than it was five years ago. 

From the lay onlooker’s standpoint one of the decided gains 
that time has brought to this movement is reflected in the title of 
the address to which attendants on this conference listened on the 
morning when they went to church together. The pageant does 
provide, what the preacher said it did, an opportunity for commun- 
ity. festal expression. It enables that gladness which is resident in 
pageant, participant and onlooker to find voice in ways that are new 
{o a people as restrained as North Americans often are. 

Moreover pageantry is having a very marked effect in enlarging 
the range of service of the musician to the community. The avidity 
with which some of the best of the younger composers have seized the 
chance to share with poets and with playwrights the creative oppor- 
tunities provided by civic festivals, pageants and masques is proof of 
the desire they have to break forth from the ordinarily narrow 
limits of their lives to share in the expression of some great idea. 


ANOTHER useful labor-saving device calculated to make things 
somewhat easier on the farm is reported. This is a motor-driven 
plow from which the motor may be removed, as readily as a horse 
could be, for other work around the place. For instance, when the 
motor is not plowing, it may be pumping, or sawing, or grinding, or, 
when it comes to that, it may be storing electric power and light for 
house and barns. A few more devices of this character and the back- 
to-the-soil movement will take care of itself. 


CoMMON sense marks the ruling that unstamped letters shall 
hereafter be promptly delivered, the recipient paying double postage. 
Stamps have often, through inadvertence, been left off important 
mail, but this has not justified delay in its handling. There is reason 
to believe that the postoffice will lose nothing by adopting liberal 
methods in all of its relations with the public.
